Pope is to Guarantee 
Fulfillment. 


Vienna Offers Her Utmost to 
Rome to Keep Italy Out 
of the War. 


Grave Doubts that the Terms 
will be Acceptable to 
the Latins.

OME, May 12.—To avert war, 
R Austria has offered the utmost 

concessions to Italy, making 
them known to the Foreign Office to- 
Gay. They consist of the cession of 
the Trentino, including the Goritz 
(Goerz) plain of the Izonso River. the 
complete autonomy of Trieste, Istria 
and other districts inhabited by 
Italians, the cession of four islands 
on the Dalmatian coast, a free hand 
in Albania and privileged commercial 
treaties. 

The concessions are offered uncon- 
ditionally and hence not only is 
Italy's freedom of action unrestricted, 
but a renewal of the Triple Alliance 
is mot necessary. Italy. however, is 
expected to refrain from declaring 


guarantee the carrying out of the 
promised concessions. I am informed | 
Pope Benedict has actually | 
promised to undertake such a guaran- 
tee, but that Italy is not likely to ac- 
cept it, for if Austria fails to keep its 
promise the Pope would be power- 
less to enforce its execution. 

The efforts of Signor Giolitti, the 
former Premier, to avert war have 
failed. The government is convinced 
Austria's latest offer is insufficient and 
it will not follow his advice that the 
state of neutrality be continued and 
the Italian-Austrian negotiations be 
resumed. It is now announced that 
Italy is determined not to alter the 
policy followed since the beginning of 
the war and is prepared to fix a time 
limit, virtually amounting to an uwiti- 
matum, within which Austria is ex- 
pected to accede to Italy's demands 
unless it wishes to sever diplomatic 
relations." 

Signor Giolitti, although he disap- 
proves the government's policy, has 
promised the King to support the 
Cabinet. Reports of a possible minis- 
terial crisis are unfounded.

WAY GO THE LIMIT TO 


EXACT COMPLIANCE. 


America to Leave Nothing Undone in 
Diplomacy **or Other Action.’ 


Cessation of Submarine Attacks on Merchant Ships 
Carrying Noncombatants and Full Reparation for 
Loss of More than a Hundred United States Citizens 
First Objects of Note to be Sent Today. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

W ASHINGTON, May 12.—The German em- 

bassy tonight notified by letter and tele- 
graph newspapers in all the larger cities of the 
United States to discontinue publication of its 
advertisement warning Americans against trans- 
Atlantic travel on belligerent ships. 
for discontinuing the advertisement is given in 
the letters and telegrams, but it was stated at the 
embassy tonight that the warning was considered 
to have been sufficient. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—The United States, in a note to 
be sent to Germany tomorrow, demands a guarantee that there 
will be no further attacks by submarines on merchant ships carrying 
noncombatants. 

It serves notice also that full reparation will be sought for the 
loss of more than 100 American lives in the sinking of the Lusitania, — 
and for other violations of American rights in the sea zones of war. 

While no indication is given of the steps to be taken by the 
United States in the event of an unfavorable reply, the note informs 
i= German government that the American government will leave 
noth.ag undone either in diplomatic representations or other action 
to obtain a compliance with its requests. _ 

The document was to have been cabled tonight, but the Presi- 
dent, after conferences with Counsellor Robert Lansing of the State

PRINCIPAL POINTS. 
The principal points in the note are substantially as follows: 

One—The United States government calls attention to 
the various incidents in the war zone proclaimed by Germany 
around the British Isles; the sinking of the British liner Falaba, 
with the loss of Leon C. Thresher, an American; the attack by 
German ai on the American steamer Cushing, the tor- 
pedoing, without warning, of the American steamer Gulflight, 
flying the Stars and Stripes, and finally, the torpedoing, without 
warning, of the Lusitania with its loss of more than a thousand 
lives of noncombatants, among them more than one hundred 
Americans. 

Two—tThese acts are declared to be indefensible under 
international law. The United States points out that it never 
admitted Germany's right to do them, and warned the imperial 
government that it would be held to a “strict accountability” 
for attacks 6n American vessels or lives. A strict accounting, 
therefore, is now asked from Germany. 

Three—The usual financial reparation will be sought, 
although Germany is in effect reminded that no reparation can 
restore the lives of those sacrificed in the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania and other ships. 

Four—Expressions of regret may comply with the legal 
precedents but they are valueless unless accompanied by a 
cessation of the practices endangering lives of noncombatants. 

Five—tThe right of neutrals to travel any point of the high 
seas on neutral or belligerent merchantmen is asserted. 

Six—In the name of humanity and international law the 
United States demands a guarantee that these rights will be 
respected and that there be no repetition of the attacks on 
merchantmen carrying noncombatants. 

Seven—The giving of warnings to the American public 
without officially communicating them to the United States 

vernment is commented on in connection with the German

Nine—In conclusion, Germany's attention is called to the 
earnestness of the government and people of the United States 
in this situation. ie is made plain that the United States will 
leave nothing undone, either in diplomatic representations or 
other action, to obtain a compliance by Germany to the request

ONDITIONS IN BELGIUM 
BASIS OF ARRAIGNMENT. 


Committee Headed by Viscount Bryce 
Declares all War Usages Violated. 


Detailed Statements of Hundreds of Witnesses Sum- 
marized Convict Kaiser’s Army and its Officers of 
Systematic Campaign of Terrorism During the Early 
Months of the Drive Toward Paris.

pointed to investigate and report on 
“outrages alleged to have been com- 
mitted by German troops during the 
present war,” has submitted the re- 
port of the committee to Premier 
Asquith. 

The account is considered probably 
the most gevere arraignment 
far made cf the German military 
Sweep across Belgium, mainly be- 
cause of the position of Viscount 


Bryce as a historian and also because | 


of the care with which the investi- 


gation was made, the great number 
of witnesses whose testimony wags 
examined, and the mass of evidence 
now submitted with the report of 
the committee. — 

Associated with Lerd Bryce on the 
committee. were Sir Frederick Pol- 
lack, Sir Bdward Clarke, Sir Alfred 
Hopkinson, H. A. lL. Fisher, vice- 
chancellor of the University of Shef- 
field; Harold Cox and Kenelm E. 

. The committee was appointed 
by Premier Asquith on January 22, 
last, and was given broad instruc- 
tions to investigate “alleged outrages, 
maltreatment of civilians and breach- 
es of law and established usages of 
war.” 

FROM THE FINDINGS. 

The most important findings of the 
committee are summed up in the fol- 
lowing conclusions at the close of the 


“Jt will be seen that the commit- 
tee has come to a definite conclusion 
upen each of the heads under which 
the evidence has been claasified. 

“Tt is true: 

“First, that there were in many 

parts of Belgium deliberate and sys- 
tematically-organized massacres of 
the civil population, accompanied by 
many murders and 
outrages. 
“Becond, that in the conduct of the 
war generally innocent civilians, 
both men and women, were murdered 
in large: numbers, women violated 
and children murdered. 

“Third, that looting, hcuse-burning 
and the wanton destruction of prop- 
erty were ordered and vountenanced 
by the officers of the German army; 
that elaborate provision had been 
made for systematic incendiarism at 
the very outbreak of the war, and 
that the burning and destruction were 
frequent where no military necessity 
could te alleged, being indeed part 
cf a eystem of general terrorization. 

“Fourth, that the rules and usages 
of war were frequently. broken, par- 
tieularily by the using of civilians, in- 
cluding women and children, as a 
shield for advancing forces exposed 
to fire, to a less degree by killing the 
wounded and prisoners, and in the 
frequént abuse of the Red Cross and 
the white flag. 

“Bensible as they are of the grav- 
ity of these conclusions, the commit- 
tee erg ee that they would be do- 
ing less than their duty if they falled 

to record them as fully established 
by the evidence. Murder, lust and pil- 
lage prevailed over many parts of 
Beigium on a scale unparalleled in 
any war between civilized nations 
during the last three centuries. 
“Our function is ended when we 
have stated what the evidence estab- 
lished, but we may be permitted to 
express our belief that these dis- 
closures ‘will not have been made in

science of mankind, and we venture 
to hope that as soon as the present 
war is over the nations of the world 
in council] will consider what means 
can be provided and sanctions de- 
vised to prevent the recurrence of 
such horrors as our generation is now 
witnessing.” . 
REPORT COMPREHENSIVE. 


The report makes an official docu- 
ment of sixty-one printed pages, or 
upwards of 30,000 words, accom- 
panied by maps, showing the various 
routes of the army and the chief 
scenes of desolation. It states at the 
outset that 1200 witnesses have been 
examined, the depositions being taken 
by examiiners of legal knowledge and 
experience, though without authority 
to administer an oath. 

The examiners were instructed not 
to “lead” the witnesses and to seek 
to bring out the truth by cross-ex- 
amination and otherwise. 

The committee also submits extracts 
from a number of diaries taken from 
the German dead, chiefly soldiers, and 
in some cares officers. 

“We began the inquiry with doubts 
whether a poritive result could be ob- 
tained,” says the report. “But the 
further we went and the more evi- 


dence we examined, s0 much the more drunk, and the

BEGIN AT LIEGE. 


Taking up the conditions at Liege, 
Belgium, at the outset of the war, the 
report gives a harrowing recital of 
occurrences at various points in the 
devastated territory. At Herve on 
August 4 the report says, “The mur- 
der of an innocent fugitive civilian as 
a prelude to the burning and pillage 
of the town and of other villages in 
the neighborhood; to the indiscrim- 
inate shooting of civilians of both 
sexes and to the organized military 
execution of batches of selected males. 
Thus, some fifty men, escaping from 
burning houses, were seized, taken 
outside the town and shot. At Melen, 
a hamlet west of Herve, forty men 
were shot. In one household alone 
the father and mother (names given) 
were shot, the daughter died after 
being repeatedly outraged, and the 
son was wounded. 

“In Soumagne and Micheroux many 
civilians were summarily shot in a 
field belonging to a man named 
E——. Fifty-six or fifty-seven were 
put to death. A German officer said: 
"You have shot at us.” One of the 
villagers asked to be allowed to speak, 
and said: ‘If you think these people 
fired kil] me, but let them go.’ 

“The answer was three volleys. The 
survivors were bayonetted. Their 
corpses were seen in the field that 
night by another witness. One at 
least had been mutilated. These were 
not the only victims In Soumagne. 
The eyewitness of the massacre saw 
on his way home twenty bodies, one 
Another 
witness saw nineteen corpses in a 
meadow. 

“At Heure le Romain all the male 
inhabitants, including some bedridden 
old men, were in prison in the church. 
The Burgomaster’s brother and the 
priest were bayonetted. The village 
of Vise was completely destroyed. Of- 
ficers directed the incendiaries, who 
worked methodically with benzine. 


Antiques and china were removed j 


from the houses before their destruc- 
tion by officers who guarded the plun- 
der, revolver in hand. 

“Entries In a German diary show 
that on August 19 the German sol- 
diers gave themselves up to debauch- 
ery In the streets of Liege, and on the 
night of the 20th a massacre took 
place in the streets. Though the cause 
of the massacre is in dispute, the re- 
sults are known with certainty. The 
Rue des Pitteurs and houses in the 
Palace de l'Universite and the Qual 
des Pecheurs were systematically 
fired with benzine, and many inhab- 
itants were burned alive in their 
houses, their efforts to escape being 
prevented by rifle fire. Twenty peo- 
ple were shot while trying to escape 
before the eyes of one of the wit- 
nesses. The Liege fire brigade turned 
out, but was not allowed to extinguish 
the fire. Its carts, however, were use- 
fully employed in removing heaps of 
civilian corpses to the Town Hall.” 

ANDENNE MASSACRE. 


Taking up the valleys of the Meuse 
and Sambre, the report giving lengthy 
details of terrible conditions descri 

witnesses at Andenne, says: 
“About 400 people lost their lives fn 
this massacre, some on the banks of 
the Meuse, where they were shot, ac- 
cording to orders given and some in 
the cellars of the houses where they 
had taken refuge. Eight men be- 
longing to one family were murdered. 
Another man was placed close to a 
machine gun which was fired through 
him. His wife brought his body home 
on a wheelbarrow. The Germans 
broke into her house and ransacked 
jt, and piled up all the eatables in a 
heap on the floor. 

“A hair dresser was murdered in 
his kitchen where he was sitting with 
a child on each knee. A paralytic 
was murdered in his garden. After 
this came the general sack of the 
town. Many of the inhabjtants who 
escaped the massacre were kept as 
prisoners and compelled to clear the 
houses of corpses and bury them in 
trenches. These prisoners were subse- 
quently used ag a shelter and protec- 
tion for a pontoon bridge which the 
Germans had built ecross the river 
and were so used to prevent the Bel- 
gian forts from firing upon It.

Should Germany announce her in- 
tention to abandon submarine war- 
fare, it was believed by some diplo- 
mats she would not necessarily 
make a stipulation, but would state 
her expectation that the United 
States as the greatest neutral nation 
would secure equal guarantees from 
the allies on questions of contraband. 


IN CASE OF REFUSAL. 


In the event that Germany took 
the opposite course and refused to 
comply with the wishes of the United 
States, high officials declined to pre- 
dict what steps would be taken be- 
yond indicating that the Washington 
government would deal with each de- 
velopment in the situatfon as it arose. 

Reports that Americans had been 
advised to leave Germany on account 
of the critical state of relations with 
the United States were declared to be 
wholly unfounded by officials. 

Americans in all oelligerent coun- 
tries were advised by the State De- 
partment at the outbreak of hostili- 
ties to leave the danger zone and no 
special instructions have since been 
given to American envoys in Europe. 

Messages continued to flood the 
White House and State Department 
today suggesting various lines of pol- 
icy. Many expressed entire confi- 
dence in the President. Conspicuous 
among these was a personal letter 
from former President Taft, express- 
ing his confidence in and his support 
of Mr. Wilson in the delicate situa- 
tion. He gave his own suggestions 
of what should be done by the United 
States, which, it was said, did not 
differ materially from the course the 
President had adopted. The White 
House let it be known that the Presi- 
dent was highly gratified over Mr. 
Taft's action. 

BULGAR SYMPATHY. 


Stephan Panaretoff, the Bulgarian 
Minister, called at the State Depart- 
ment during the day and expressed to 
Secretary Bryan his sympathy for the 
loss of American lives caused by the 
sinking of the Lusitania. 

It became known tcnight that Jus- 
tice Department officials are giving 
consideration to the question of

GERMANS PRESS 
BRITISH FRONT. 


Penetrate Lines in Attacks 
Around Frezenburg. 


Desperate Fighting Reported 
South of Menin Road. 


Counter-attacks Organized 
East of the Salient. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.) 

LONDON, May 12.—The official 
British eyewitness, under date of May 
11, gives an account of the German 
attempts on Saturday and Sunday last 
to break the British lines around 
Ypres, and the commencement of the 
Anglo-French offensive north of 
Arras. He says: 

“The calm that prevailed Thursday 
and Friday proved to be only the lull 
before the storm. Karly Saturday 
morning it became apparent that the 
Germans were preparing an attack in 
strength against our line running east 
and northeast from Ypres, for they 
were concentrating under cover of a 
violent artillery fire, and at about 10 
o'clock the battle began in earnest. 

“At that hour the Germans attacked 
our line from the Ypres—Poelcap- 
pelle road to within a short distance 
of the men in high road, it being evi- 
dently their intention while engaging 
us closely on the whole of this sector 
to break our front in the vicinity of 
the Ypres-Roulers Railway, to the 
north and to the south of which their 
strongest and most determined as- 
saults were delivered. 

“Onder this pressure our front was 
penetrated at some points around 
Frezenburg and at 4:30 o'clock in the 
afternoon we made a counter-attack 
between the Zonnebeke road and the 
railway in order to recover the lost 
ground. Our offensive was conducted 
most gallantly but was checked before 
long by the fire of machine guns. 

“Meanwhile the enemy launched 
another attack through the woods 
south of Menin road and at the same 
time threatened our left to the north 
of Ypres with fresh masses. Most 
desperate fighting ensued, the Ger- 
man infantry coming on again and 
again and gradually forcing our troops 
back, though only for a short distance, 
in spite of repeated counter-attacks. 

“During the night the fighting con- 
tinued to rage with ever-increasing 
fury. It is impossible to say at exact- 
ly what hour our line was broken at 
different points, but it is certain that 
at one time the enemy’s infantry 
poured through along the Poelcappelle 
lye tae even got as far as Wieltje at 

“There was also a considerable gap 
in our front about Frezenberg. where 
hostile detachments had penetrated. 
At both points counter-attacks were 
organized without delay. To the east 
of the salient the Germans first were 
driven back to Frezenberg but there 
they made a firm stand and under 
Pressure of fresh reinforcements we 
fell back again towards Veriorenhoek. 
Northeast of the salient a counter- 
attack carried out by us about 1 a.m. 
was more successful. Our troo 
swept the enemy out of Wieltie at the 
bayonet’s point, leaving the village 
strewn with German dead, and. push- 
ing on, regained most of the ground 
to the north of that point. 

“And so the fight surged to and 
fro throughout the night. All around 
the scene of conflict the sky wae lit 
up by the flashes of the guns and the 
light of blazing villages ang farms, 
while against this background of 
smoke and flame, looking out in the 
murky light over the crumbling ruins 
of the old town, rose the battered 
wreck of the cathedral tower and the 
spires of Cloth Hall. 

“When Sunday dawned there came 
a short respite, and the'firing for a 
time died down. The comparative 
lull enabled us to reorganize and con- 
solidate our position on the line we 
had taken up and to obtain some rest 
after the fatigue and strain of the 
fight. It did not last long, however. 
and in the afternoon the climax of the 
battle was reached, for, under the 
cover of intense artillery firing, the 
Germans launched no less than five 
separate assaults against the east of 
the salient. 

“To the north and northeast their 
attacks were not at first pressed so 
hard as on the south of the Menin 
road, where the fighting was espe- 
clally flerce. In the latter direction 
masses of infantry were hurled on 
with absolute desperation and were 
“er off with corresponding slaugh- 

r. 

“At one point, north of town, 5600 
of the enemy advanced from the 
wood, and it is affirmed by those 
present that not a single man of them 
escaped. 

“On the eastern face at 6:30 p.m. 
an endeavor was made to storm the 
grounds of the Chateau Hooge, a lit- 
tle north of the Menin road, but the 
force attempting it broke and fell 
back under the hail of shrapnel 
poured upon them by our guns It 
was on this side, where they had to 
face the concentrated fire of guns, 
Maxims and rifles again and again in 
their efforts to break their way 
through, that the Germans incurred 
their heaviest losses, and the ground 
was literally heaped with dead. 
“They evidently, for the time be- 
ing at least, were unable to renew 
their efforts, and as night came on the 
fury of their offensive § gradually 
slackened, the hours of darkness pass- 
ing in quietness. 

“During the day our troops saw 
some of the enemy busily employed in 
stripping the British dead in our 
abandoned trenches east of the Hooge 
Chateau, and several Germans after- 
wards were noticed dressed in khaki. 
“So far as the Ypres region was 
concerned this for us was a most suc- 
cessful day. Our line, which on the 
northeast of the salient had after the 
previous day's fighting been reconsti- 
tuted a short distance behind the orig- 
inal front, remained intact. Our 
losses were comparatively slight, and 
owing to the targets presented by the 
enemy the action resolved itself on our 
part into pure killing. ’ 

“The reason for this very deter- 
mined effort to crush our left on the 
part of the Germans is not far to 
seek. It is probable that for some 
days previously they had been in pos- 
session of information which led them 
to suppose that we intended to apply 
pressure on the right of our line and 
their great attack on Ypres on the 
7th, 8th and 9th was undertaken with 
a view to diverting us from our pur- 


pose. 
“In this, the Germans were true to 
their principles, for they rightly hold 
that the best manner of meeting an 
expected hostile offensive is to fore- 


stall it by attacking in some other

ers acted with the utmost determina- 


tion and energy and their soldiers 
fought with the greatest courage. 

“The failure of their effort was due 
to the splendid endurance of our 
troops, who held the line around the 
salient under a fire which again and 
again blotted out whole lengths of the 
defenses and killed the defenders by 
scores. Time after time along those 
parts of the front selected for assault 
were parapets destroyed and time 
after time did the thinning band of 
survivors build them up again and 
annie the next onset as steadily as be- 
ore. 

“Here, in May, in defense of the 
same historic town, have our incom- 
parable infantry repeated the great 


@ year ago and beaten back most des- 
backed by terrific artillery hordes 
backd by terrific artillery support. 

“The services rendered by our 
troops in this quarter cannot at pres- 
ent be estimated, for their full signifi- 
cance will only be realized in the light 
of future events. But go far their de- 
votion has indirectly contributed in 
no small measure to the striking suc- 
cess already achieved by our allies. 

“Farther south in the meantime, 
on Sunday, another struggle had been 
in progress on that portion of the 
front covered by the right of our line 
and the left of the French, for when 
the firing around Ypres was tempor- 
arily subsiding during the early hours 
of the morning, another and even 
more tremendous cannonade was sud- 
denly started by the artillery of the 
allies some twenty miles to the south. 

“The morning was calm, bright and 
clear and opposite our right as the 
sun rose, the scene in front of our line 
was the most peaceful imaginable. 
Away to the right were Cuinchy, with 
its brick fields, and the ruins of 
Givenchy. To the north of them lay 
low ground, where hidden by trees 
and hedge rows, ran the opposing 
lines that were about to become the 
scene of the conflict, and beyond, in 
the distance, rose the long ridge of 
Aubers, the villages crowning it stand- 
ing out clear against the sky. 

“At 5 o'clock the bombardment be- 
gan slowly at first and then growing 
in volume until the whole air quivered 
with the rush of the large shells and 
the earth shook with the concussion 
of guns. In a few minutes the whole 
distant landscape disappeared in 
smoke and dust, which hung for a 
while in the still alr and then drifted 
slowly across the line of battle. 

“Shortly before 6 o'clock our in- 
fantry advanced along our front be- 
tween the Bois Grenier and Festubert. 
On the left necrth of Fromelies we 
stormed the German line trenches. 
Hand-to-hand fighting went on for 
some time with bayonet, rifle and 
hand grenade, but we continued to 
hold onto this position throughout 
the day and caused the enemy very 
heavy loss, for not cnly were many 
Germans killed in the bombardment, 
but their repeated efforts to drive us 
from the captured position proved 
most costly. 

“On the right, to the north of Fes- 
tubert, ouf advance met with consid- 
erable oppositicn and it was not 
pressed. 

“Meanwhile, the French, after a 
prolonged bombardment, had taken 
the German positions north of Arras 
on a front of nearly five miles, and 
had pushed forward from two to 
three miles, capturing 2000 prisoners 
and six guna, This remarkable suc- 
cess was gained by our allies in the 
course cf a few hours. 

“As may be supposed from the na- 
ture of the fighting which has been 
in progress, our losses have been 
heavy. On other parts of the front 
our action was confined to that of 
the artillery, but this proved most 
effective later, all the communica- 
tions cf the enemy being subjected 
to #0 heavy and accurate a fire that 
in soMme quarters all movements by 
daylight within a range of our lines 
were rendered impracticable. At one 
place opposite our center a convoy of 
ammunition was hit by a shell, which 
knocked out six motor lIcrries and 
caused two to blow up. Opposite our 
center we fired two mines, which 
aid considerable damage to the 
enemy's defenses. 

“During the day also our aero- 
planes attacked several.points of im- 
portance. One of cur airmen, who was 
sent to bomb the canal bridge near 
Don, was wounded on his way there. 
but continued and fulfilled his mis- 
sion. Near Wrytechate one of our 
aviators pursued a German aeroplane 
and fired a whole belt from his ma- 
chine gun at &. The Taube suddenly 
swerved, righted itself for a second, 
and then descended from a height 
ef several thousand feet straigh<« to 
the ground. 

“On the other hand, a British ma- 
chine unfortunately was brought 
down over Lille by the enemy's anti- 
air craft guns, but it is hoped that 
the aviator escaped.” 

In regard to the German allegation 
that the British used gas in their at- 
tacks on Hill 60, the evewitness says: 
“No asyvphyxiating gas has been 
employed by us at any time. 

The eyewitness also denies the Ger. 
man report that German prisoners 
have been forced to go up in British 
aeroplanes. 4

AFT OUTLINES 
HIS PEACE PLAN. 


— 


WANTS LEAGUE OF BIG POWERS 
TO FORM TRIBUNAL. 


Former President Says that Al- 
though United States by Joining 


Might Have to Forego its Tradi- 
tional Policy it‘Would be for Best 
Interests of the World. 
[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
CLEVELAND (O.) May 


Former President William Howard 
Taft, speaking at the. World’s Court 
Congress, outlined tonight his plan 
for the establishment of a leacue of 


peace and an arbitral court. with the 
object of settling by arbitration dif- 
ferences between the nations of the 
world and preventing further wars. 
Such a league should include all the 
great nations, Mr. Taft explained, with 
an agreement that should any sig- 
natory power begin war -gainst an- 
other member without first submitting 
its grievance to the court, all the 
other tories would »be bound to 
join in a'‘forcible defense of mem- 
bers thus prematurely attacked. 
That this idea of an international 
tribunal is practical and feasible, Mr. 
Taft said, shown by the success- 
ful operation of the constitutional 
courts of arbitration in this country 
which have settled controversies be- 
tween the States, and so-called gen- 
eral arbitration treaties, negotiated 
by Philander <. Knox, while Secre- 
tary of State, with France and Eng- 
land, to submit justiciable disputes to 
arbitration. 

MIGHT ENTANGLE US. 
“I am aware that membership in 
this league would involve on the part 
of the United States an obligation to 
take part in European and Asiatic 
wars,” he said, “and that in thie re- 
spect it would be a departure from 
the traditional policy of the United 
States in avoiding entangling alli- 
ances with European or Asiatic coun- 
tries. But I conceive that the inter- 
est of the United States in the close 
relations it has of a business and 
social character with the other coun- 
tries of the world, much closer now 
than ever before, would justify it in 
running the risk that there might be 
of such a war. 
“To constitute an effective leaguy 
of peace, we do not need all the na- 
tions. Such an agreement between 
eight. or nine of the great powers of 
Eu Asia and America would 
furnish a useful restraint on possible 
war. The successful establishment 
of a peace league between the great 
powers would draw into it very 
quickly the less powerful ”

and Russian shops bearing Teutonic 
names have been mistaken by the 
rioters for German homes and suf- 
fered the same damage as the German 
shops. 

There was a rumor tonight that 
organized riots would be started at 
midnight and large forces of police 
and constables were placed on duty. 

ANTI-GERMAN FEELING. 

The anti-German feeling is in no 
wise confined to the lower classes of 
the population. There has been a 


general demand by the newspapers for 
the internment of all subjects of 
enemy countries and agitation by sev- 
eral members of Parliament induced 
the Premier to summon a special 
Cabinet meeting today to consider the 
matter. After the meeting Premier 
Asquith made a_i statement in the 
House of Commons foreshadowing 
that the government will carry out 
the popular demand for placing these 
aliens in concentration camps. 

The police of Manchester today ar- 
rested thirty German shop-keepers 
with a view to interning them for 
thelr own safety. Other Germans have 
voluntarily sought police protection 
in London and Liverpool. 

The London Stock Exchange and 
other markets and the Liverpool! Cot- 
ton Exchange have excluded Germans 
and Austrians, both naturalized and 
unnaturalized, from membership. 

The government did not call upon 
the military until late tonight. when 
the riots at Southend, provoked by 
a German airship raid. in which an 
old woman was killed, led the general 
commanding the district to put the 
soldiers in charge of the town. 

POLICE ARE ON DECK. 

In many parts of London tonight 
attempts were made to resume the 
rioting, which commenced last night 
and centinued throughout today, but 
the police, reinforced by special con- 
stables and otherwise being prepared, 
| were better able to cope with the dis- 
turbances. 

Many persons who took part in the 
rioting were arrested. In almost ev- 
ery case women, girls and boys were 
the chief trouble-makers, and when 
a shop was broken into they looted its 
contents. 

Following a demonstration earlier 
in the day at North Woolwich, a large 
crowd assembled this evening in South 
Woolwich, and the shops owned by 
Germans were attacked and their 
windows broken. 

In Lambeth, Kennington, Bow, Dept- 
ford, Finsbury, Islington and Wood- 
green—in fact, in virtually all the 
poorer districts of the metropolise— 
shops belonging to aliens of enemy 
countries or of British subjects of 
German descent were wrecked and 
their contents thrown into the street. 

At Canningtown a furniture store 
was cleared of all its goods, even the 
pictures being taken from the wall, 
while in Limehouse every window of 
a large furniture factory was smashed. 
No distinction was made by the mob 
between Germans and persons of Ger- 
man descent, some of the shops dam- 
aged belonging to men born in this 
country of German parents. A Ger- 
man name on a signboard was suffi- 
cient to bring an attack from the in- 
furiated mobs. 

In one case the sufferer was the 
Town Councillor of Poplar, who was 
born in England and has associated 
himself with the public life of the 
borough all his life. Unfortunately 
for himself, he bears a German name. 

BAKER SHOP ATTACKED. 


A baker shop attacked in Poplar 
was the gathering place for the local 
politicians. Its proprietor is a Ger- 
man in name only. He is one of the 
leading spirits of the district. 

In this same neighborhood women 
attacked the wives of aliens in their 
homes, chased them through the 
streets and threw their belongings in- 
to the roadways. 

There is hardly an establishment 
in London owned tonight by a Ger- 
mans, or which employs Germans, 
which has not been damaged or is 
not barricaded to prevent it from be- 
ing damaged. Alien proprietors and 
alien assistants in such places have 
fled to spots where they will not be

tified them that their bids would not 
be taken. 

A memorial to the Lord Mayor of 
London is being extensively signed 
by alien members of the stock ex- 
change, repeating with emphasis the 
oath of allegiance they took when 
they became naturalized British sub- 
jects and expressing their unqualified 
condemnation of “the barbarous 
methods of warfare which have been 
adopted in Germany.” 

Several of the London clubs today 
decided to ask Germans, although 
they are naturalized British subjects, 
not to use the club premises during 
the war. 

OUTBREAKS AT DOCKS. 

Anti-German outbreaks of par- 
ticular severity occurred in the neigh- 
borhood of the East India docks. 
Sixty or seventy German shops were 
wrecked. Germans in the vicinity are 
uniting for self-defense and police re- 

eements are being rushed to the 
scene. — 

.ue Germans themselves were 

forced to go into hiding. The po- 
lice in some cases were defied by the 
angry crowds and some officers were 
injured during their endeavors to 
protect the Teutons. The furniture 
and fittings of German houses and 
stores were hurled througn windows 
to the streets. 
- When the proprietors were caught 
they were severely mauled. In some 
cases their clothes were torn from 
their backs. 

One German was thrown into & 
horse trough with the reminder that 
bis compatriots had been spending 
their time drowning women and chil- 
dren. He was only saved from 4&4 
similar fate by the intervention of 
the police. There were several in- 
stances of German butchers trying to 
eave their carte. They went dowa 
the streets at a mad gallop but in 
most cases they were run down even- 
tually and the vehicles smashed. 

JEWESSES THREATENED. 

A number of Russian Jewesses were 
flocking this morning to the police 
station in the Hast End and pleading 
for protection, explaining that they 
were being mistaken for Germans.

eee corpses referred to, sixty 
corpses of civillans were recovered 
from a hole in the brewery yard and 
that forty-eight bodies of women and 
children were found in a garden. 
The town was systematically set on 
fire by hand grenades. 
“We have no reason to believe that 
the civilian population of Dinant gave 
any provocation, or that any other 
defense can be put forward to justify 
the treatment inflicted upon its citi- 
zens.” 
The committee states that it has 
received a great mass of evidence on 
“scenes of chronic outrage” in the 
territory bounded by the tewns of 
Aerschot, Malines, Vilvorde and Lou- 
vain. It states that the total number 
of outrages was 60 great that the 
committee cannot refer to them all. 
The report states that the battie of 
Malines was the occasion later of 
numerous murders committed by the 
German army in recruiting through 
the villages, and in the second place 
it led to the massacres, plunderings 
and burning at Louvain. 

IN SMALLER VILLAGES. 
The report adds: . 
“The committee is specially im- 
presged by the character of outrages 
committed in the smaller villages. 


Many of these are exceptionally 
shocking and cannot be regarded 4s 
contemplated or described by the re- 
sponsible commander of the troops 
by whom they were committed. The 
inference, however, which we draw 
from these occurrences is that when 
once troops have been encouraged in 
a career of terrorism, the more sav- 
age and brutal natures, of whom 
there are some in every farge army, 
are liable to run to wild excess, more 
particularly in those regions where 
they are least subject to observation 
and control. 

“Evidence goes ‘to ‘show that deaths 
in these villages were due not to ac- 
cidents, but to deliberate purpose. 
The wounds were generally or 
cuts, and for the most part a 

to have been inflicted with jo ons 
onet. 

“In Malines many bodies were seen. 
One witness saw a German soldier 
cut a woman's breast‘after he had 
murdered her, and saw many other 
dead bodies of women in the 
street. .. 

In Holfstadt two witnesses speak of 
having seen the body of a young man 
pierced by bayonet thrusts with the 
wrists cut also. 

“On a side road the corpse of a 
civilian was seen on his door-step 
with a bayonet yound in his stom- 
ach, and by his side the ' body 
of a boy of 6 or 6, with hand 
nearly severed. 

, “Two young women were lying in 
the back yard of a house. One had 
her breasts cut off, the other had 
been stabbed. 

“A young man had been hacked 
with a bayonet until his entrails pro- 
truded. He also had hw hands 
joined in the attitude of prayer. 

“In Sempst the corpse of a man 
with his legs cut off, who was partly 
bound, was seen by a witness, who 
also saw a girl of 17 dressed only in 
a chemise and itn great distress. She 
alleged that she herself and other 
girls had been dragged into a field, 
stripped naked and violated, and that 
some of them had been killed with 
a bayonet. 

“At Elewyt a man's naked body 
was tied up to a ring in the wall 
in the back yard of a house. He 
was dead and his corpse was muti- 
lated in a manner too herrible to 
record. A woman's naked body was 
also found in a stable abutting on 
the same back yard. 

“At Haescht a child of 3, with its 
stomach cut open by a bayonet, was 
lying near a house. At Werchter the 
corpses of a man and a woman and 
four younger persons were found in 
one house. It is said that they had 
been murdered because one of the 
latter, a girl, would not permit the 
Germans to outrage her.” 
CONDITIONS AT AERSCHOT. 


Taking up conditions at Aerschot and 
the surrounding district during Sep- 
tember, the report says: 

“At Haescht several childr@n had 
been murdered. One child, 2 or 3 
years old, was found natied to the 
door of a farm house by its hands 
and feet——a crime which seems almost 
incredible, but the evidence for which 
we feel bound to accept. In the gar- 
den of this house was the body of a 
girl, who had been shot in the fore- 
head. 

“At Eppeghem the dead body of a 
child of 2 was seen pinned to the 
ground with a German lance. The 
same witness saw a mutilated woman 
alive near Weeder on the same day.’ 

AROUND LOUVAIN. 

A chapter is given to the terrible 
conditions at Louvain, where, the re- 
port states, “massacre, fire and de- 
struction went on. .. . Citizens 
were shot and others taken prisoners 
and compelled to go with the troops. 
Soldiers went through the streets say- 
ing ‘Man Hat Geschosses.’ One soldier 
was seen going along shooting in the 
air. 

“The massacre of civilians at Lou- 
vain was not confined to its citizens. 
Large crowds of people were brought 
Into Louvain from the surrounding 
districts, not only from Aerschot and 
Gelrod, but also from other places. 
For example, a witness describes how 
many women and children were taken 
in carts to Louvain, and there placed 
in a stable. Of the hundreds of peo- 
ple thus taken from the various vil- 
lages and brought to Louvain as pris- 
oners, some were massacred there, 
others were forced to march along 
with citizens of Louvain through vari- 
ous places, some being ultimately sent 
to the Belgian lines at Malines, ethers 
were taken in trucks to Cologne; 
others were released. 

“Some were marched through Co- 
logne afterwards for the people to 
see. Ropes were put around the necks 
of some and they were told they 
would be hanged. An order then came 
which said that they would be shot in- 
stead of hanged. A firing squad was 
prepared, and five or six ‘etme 
were put up, but were not shot.

This taking of the inhabitants in 
groups and marching them to various 
places, must evidently have been done 
under the direction of a higher mili- 
tary authority. The ill-treatment of 
the prisoners was under the eyes and 
often under the direction or sanction 
of officers, and officers themselves took 
part in it. . 

“It is to be noticed that cases oc- 
cur in the depositions in which hu- 
mane acts by individual officers and 
soldiers are mentioned, or in which 
officers are said to have expressed 
regret at being obliged to carry out 
orders for cruel action against the 
civilians. Similarly we find entries 
In diaries which reveal a genuine pity 
for the population and disgust at the 
conduct of the army. It appears that 
a German non-commissioned officer 
stated definitely that he ‘was acting 
under orders and executing them with 
great unwillingness." A commissioned 
officer on being asked at Louvain by 
a witness, a highly-educated man, 
about the horrible acts committed by 
the soldiers, said he ‘was merely exe- 
cuting orders’ and that he himself 
would be shot if he did not execute 
them. 

“We are driven to the conclusion 
at the harrying of the villages in the 
district, the burning of a large part 
of Louvain, the massacres there, the 
marching out of the prisoners, and 
the transport to Cologne (all done 
without inquiry as to whether the 
particular persons seized or killed 
had committed any wrongful act) 
were due to calculated policy carried 
out scientificially and deliberately, not 
merely with the sanction, but under 
the direction of higher military au- 
thorities, and were not due to any 
provocation or r ce the 
civilian population.” , 


DIARIES OF SOLDIERS. 
A division of the report is given to 
the diaries of German soldiers. The 
entry of a sergeant of the First Guards 


Regiment. who received the Iron 
Cross, says under the date of Au- 
gust 10: “A transport of 300 Bel- 


gians came through Duisburg in the 
morning. Of these eight, including 
the Oberburgomaster, were shot. ac- 
cording to martial law.” The diary 
of a member of the Fourth Company 
of Jagers, says under date of August 
23: ‘About 220 inhabitants and the 
village were burned. Artillery is con- 
tinuously shooting. Just now the 
crossing of the Meuse begins near 
Dinant. All villages, chateaux and 
houses are burned down during the 
night. It is a beautiful sight to see 
the fires all round us in the distance.” 
Another diary by a member of the 
Second Mounted Battery, First 
Kurhessian Field Artillery, Regiment 
No. 11, records an incident which 
happened in French territory near 
Lille on October 11: “We had no 
fight, but we caught’ about twenty 
men and shot them.” 

The committee says of this last 
diary: “By this time killing not in a 
fight would séem to have passed into 
a habit.” 

The report adds that the most im- 
portant entry is contained in diary 
No. 19. This contains ho name and 
address, but names referred to in 
the diary indicate that the entries 
were made by an officer of the First 
Regiment of Foot Guards. The entry 
made at Hermeton on August 24, says: 
“We took about 1000 prisoners; at 
least 5600 were shot. The village was 
burned because Inhabitants had also 
shot. Two civillans were chot at 
onee.” 


‘OMMITTEE’S CONCLUSIONS, 


The onclusions of the committee, 
as to the various detailed recitals are 
as follows: 

“We may now sum up and en- 
deavor to explain the character and 
significance of the wrongful acts done 
by the German army in Belgium. If 
a line is drawn on a map from the 
Belgian frontier to Liege and con- 
tinued to Charlerol and a second line 
from Liege to Malines, a Y¥ like figure 
will be formed. It is along this Y that 
most of the systematic (as opposed 
to isolated) outrages were committed. 
If the period from Agust 4 to August 
30 is taken, it will be found to cover 
most of these organized outrages. 
Termonde and Alost extend beyond 
the lines and they belong to Sep- 
tember. Murder, rape, arson and pil- 
lage began the moment the German 
army crossed the frontier. For the 
first fortnight of the war the towns 
and villages near Liege were the chief 
sufferers. From August 19 to the end 
of the month outrages spread in the 
directions of Charleroi and Malines 
and reach their period of greatest in- 
tensity. There is a certain significance 
in the fact that the outrages around 
Liege coincide with the unexpected 
resistance of the Belgian army in that 
district, and that the slaughter which 
reigned from August 19 to the end 
of the month is contemporaneous 
with the period when the German 
army's need for a quick passage 
through Belgium at all costs was 
deemed imperative. 

“Here let a distinction be drawn 
between two classes of outrages. 

“Individual acts of brutality—ill 
treatment of civilians, rape, plunder 
and the like—were very widely com- 
mitted. These are more numerous and 
more shocking than would be ex- 
pected in warfare between civilized 
powers, but they differ rather in ex- 
tent than in kind from what had hap- 
pened in previous though not recent 
wars. 

“In all wars occur many shocking 
and outrageous acts of men of crimi- 
nal instincts whose worst passions 
were unloosed by the immunity which 
the conditions of warfare afford. 
Drunkenness, moreover, may turn 
even a soldier who has no crimina! 
habits inte a brute, who may commit 
outrages at which he would himseif 
be shocked tin his sober moments, and 
there is evidence that intoxication was 
extremely prevalent among the Ger- 
man army, both itn Belgium and in 
France, for plenty of wine was to be 
found in the villages and country 
houses which were pillaged. Many of 
the worst outrages appear to have 
been perpetrated by men under the 
influence of drink. Unfortunately lit- 
tle sefmg to have been done to repress 
this source of danger. 

“In the present war, however,— 
and this Is tne gravest charge against 
the German army—the evidence 
shows that the killing of noncom- 
batants was carried out to an extent 
for which no previous war between 
nations claiming to be civilized (for 
such cases as the atrocities perpe- 
trated by the Turks on the Bulgarian 
Christians tn 1876, and on the Ar- 
menian Christians in 1895 and 1896, 
do not belong to that category) fur- 
nishes any precedent. That this kill- 
ing was done as part of a deliberate 
plan is clear from the facts herein- 
before set forth regarding Louvain, 
Aerschot, Dinant and other towns. 
The killing was done under orders in 
each place. It began at a certain 
fixed date. Some of the officers who 
earried out the work did it reluctant- 
ly, and sald they were obeying direc- 
tions from their chiefs. The same 
remarks apply to the destruction of 
property. House-burning was part of 
the programme; and villages, even 
large parts of a city, were given to 
the flames ag part of the terrorizing 
policy.

If it 
were denied, the flight and continued 
voluntary exile of thousands of Bel- 
gian refugees would go far te contra- 
dict a denial, for there is no historical 
parallel inm odern times for the fight 
of a large part of a nation before an 
invader. 

“The German government has, how- 
ever, sought to justify their severity 
on the grounds of military necessity 
and have excused their retaliation 
for cases in which civilians have fired 
upon German troops. There may 
have been cases in which such firing 
occurred, but no proof has ever been 
given or, to our knowledge, attempted 
to be given, of such cases, nor of the 
stories of shocking outrages perpe- 
trated by Belgian men and women up- 
on German soldiers.” 

Referring to a statement ” by the 
Chancellor of the German empire on 
September 12, last, that Belgians had 
committed outrages on the German 
soldiers, the committee says: 

“No evidence whatever seeme 
have been adduced to prove this ee 
though there may be cases in which 
individual Belgians fired on the Ger- 
mans, the statement that ‘the whole 
civilian population of Belgium was 
meet out’ is utterly opposed to the 
act.

FILM CAPTURES 
SEA’S TERRORS. 


Remarkable Motion Pictures 
of Submarines Made. 


Diving Craft and Speeding 
Torpedoes “Caught.” 


Views will be Shown at F-4 
Benefit Ball. 


The first mction pictures of the 
modern H type of submarines in ac- 
tion will be shown in Shrine Audi- 
torilum next Thursday at the military 
ball given by the bluejackets of the 
second submarine division for the 
benefit of the dependents of the crew 
on the ill-fated submarine F-4, now 
at the bottom of the sea off Hono- 
lulu harbcr. 

The negatives were made yesterday 
at a series of maneuvers off the 
breakwater under the direction of H. 
L. Baird, assistant manager of the 
Keystone Film Company. That the 
pictures might be made a special or- 
der was issued by the Secretary of 
the Navy. 

Three motion-picture cameras were 
trained on the boats In action, and 
views were declared by the experts 
some of the most remarkable ever 
taken. Torpedoes skimming thrcugh 
the water at the rate of thirty-five 
knots an hour, diving. submerged 
runs at high speed with only the 
periseope of the H-3 showing in a 
trail of foam. recovery of the tor- 
pedoes, and members of the crew in 
action, were taken in a variety of po- 
siticns.

The work of taking the films yes- 
terday morning occupied nearly three 
hours. The camera men were taken 
out on the H-2, under command of 
Lieut.

SAFETY ORDERS 
FOR CROSSINGS. 


Stringent Rules Laid Down 
by Utilities Board. 


To Prevent Tragedies Like 
Aliso-street Wreck. 


Railway Officials Question 
City’s Juriediction. 


Safeguardg-were thrown about grade 
crossings yesterday when the Board 
of Public Utilities made a sweping or- 
der to three steam and two electric 
railways operating in Los Angeles to 
take extra precautions, so there may 
not be a recurrence of horror such as 
the recent Aliso-street accident. 


The rules laid down by the board 
will become effective at 6 o'clock this 
evening. 

While the new strictures upon traf- 
fle are brought about by the Aliso- 
street tragedy and deal in the main 
with the crossing of the Pacific-Electric 
and Santa Feand Salt Lake rallways 
at that point, they go further and ap- 
ply to every grade crossing in the city 
that is not protected by interlocking 
signal and derail installations. 

The board acted not alone under its 
own desire to eliminate ¢ e cross- 
ing tragedy, but upon instructions 
from the City Council to take immedi- 
ate action to have a separation of 
grades all over the city. The board as- 
serted it will take some time to for- 
mulate a plan for complete separation 
of grades, but unantmously adopted a 
resolution which lays down new grade- 
crossing regulations. 

The board's jurisdiction in grade- 
crossing matters is questioned by some 
of the railroad officials, who assert 
that the State Railroad Commission 
has jurisdiction, and General Manager 
Nutt of the Salt Lake route raised 
this point yesterday. However, Presi- 
dent Lane of the Utilities Board as- 
serted that City Attorney Stephens. ts 
prepared to prove the city’s jurisdic- 
tion in such matters, and had so held 
in the Daum case. 

The board’s new order provides that 
all railways within the city MNmits be 
required to carry flagmen, or brake- 
men acting as such, on the extreme 
forward end of every train, who shall 
by signals, indicate to the public which

LOWER LIMIT ON BAG. 


OR the first time in the history of California, a Legislature has curtailed 
the shooting privilege of all the rest of the State and extended the 
open seasons in Southern California. No longer can it be urged with 
color of truth that “Southern California is protecting game for the rest of the 
State.” 

The new regulations on upland game shooting are uniform all over the 
State and give two and a half months shooting, opening as now, October 15. 
The limit is reduced from twenty per day to fifteen per day, with thirty per 


week permitted. 


A sweeping innovation which is well thought of by sportsmen is the fixing 
of a daily “open season” of from sunrise to sunset on quail, thus allowing 
them some peace even during the open period for their pursuit. 

Some damage has been done in the past by men breaking up quail roosts 
by “potting ‘em” in the trees at nightfall. This is now forbidden, or at least, 
will be sixty days after the Governor has approved the bill, which there exists 
every reason to expect.

license, which men do not take out unless given some expectation of at least 
a chance to avail themselves of the hunting privilege. For this reason many 
favor the longest possible seasons during fhe non-breeding times with low 
limits to balance, although a genera! tendency to regard these 
“party limits”—which they are not—minimizes the value of bag-limit legis- 


lation materially.

FOR BIG HARBOR. 


REDONDO BEACH GOING AHEAD 
WITH VAST PROJECT 
OF BETTERMENT. 


[LOC\L CORRESPONDENCT. | 
REDONDO BEACH, May 12.— 
Tentative plans outlining the possi- 
bilities of an inner harbor for Re- 
dondo Beach were presented to the 
Chamber of Commerce last night and 
the committee appointed ata previous 
meeting was given authority to con- 
tinue its work looking toward such 
an improvement here. 

According to engineers who  in- 
vestigated and reported verbally upon 
the feasibility of constructing a har- 
bor here, there are 160 acres that 
can be brought under a harbor dis- 
trict, of which it would be necessary 
to reclaim forty acres. Investigation 
also disclosed that 10,000 feet of 
dockage, | of 6000 originally 
Planned on “Sn old drawing, could be 
developed by proper engineering. 
The work of building the jetties 
would require nearly two years, ac- 
cording to the engineers. It is pro- 
Posed to have a turning basin of 700 
feet in width. Provision would also 
be made for a emall boat harbor for 
yachts. The cost, it is believed, 
Would be about $1,330,000, instead of 
$1,500,000 as was at first thought.

So Pacific Electric Gets Permission 
to Abandon and Tear up Certain 


Long Beach Trackage. 

Authority to abandon certain tracks 
at the harbor and in Long Beach was 
given the Pacific Electric yesterday in 
an order issued by the State Railroad 
Commission. Some of the mileage to 
be abandoned is that adversely af- 
fected by jitney bus competition; oth- 
er mileage consists of trackage for 
which there is only occasional use. 

The track to be abandoned at Long 
Beach is on Third street from Olive 
avenue east, on Esperanza avenue 
from Third street to Ocean avenue, 
and on Ocean avenve from American 
avenue to Miramar avenue. 

The commission's order provides, 
however, that the company shall 
maintain a single-track line from the 
junction of the Ocean-avenue line 
with the Broadway line at Miramar 
avenue north to Twentieth place, and 
shall operate sufficient service over 
this line to keep Its title clear. The 
Pacific Electric Railway Company is 
also authorized to construct its tracks 
at grade on Olive avenue from Third 
street to Broadway: thence easterly 
on Broadway to the connection with 
the tracks of the Southern Pacific 
Company, and also to construct a 
track east of Alamitos avenue con- 
necting the Broadway line with the 
track of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany. This order of the commission 
takes the place of an order issued 
March 8, 1915. 

The abandonment at the harbor is 
mostly of narrow-gauge track or lines 
over which cars have only been oc- 
casionally operated to hold franchise 
rights. An exception was made of the 
piece of track on Palos Verdes ave- 
nue between Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
streets. The Pacific Electric asked 
permission to tear up this trackage 
along with the rest.

COUNCTD RESOLVES TO START 
THE CONSTRUCTION. 


The City Council yesterday adopted 
a resolution, presented by Councilman 
Bryant, calling for the creaticn of a 
special assessment district for the 
construction of a viaduct over the 
river and the Salt Lake and Santa Fe 
tracks at Seventh street. 

The resolution provides that the 
city, county, the Salt Lake, Santa Fe 
and Los Angeles railways and a spe- 
cial assessment district of property 
owners directly benefited by the im- 
provement join in paying for the 
viaduct. 

The resoluticn sets forth that, in- 
asmuch as there have been grade 
crossing accidents and applications 
for additional spur tracks, the only 
cure of the traffic condition at Sev- 
enth street ig the construction of a 
viaduct. 

The Legislature, at the recent ses- 
sion, passed a measure providing that 
the city and county may join in a 
public improvement where the gen- 
eral community is benefited. Inas- 
much as the preposed viaduct would 
benefit the county greatly by giving 
easier and more ready access to the 
city, the county will reap a benefit, 
while the whole cify will likewise 
reap a benefit by reason of that traf- 
fic coming in. 

This was pointed out by Council- 
man Conwell, who said that the 
suburban traffic comes through and 
not to Boyle Heights, and that the 
whele city should help pay for the 
improvement that encourages greater 
traffic. He argued against a special 
assessment district, because he  be- 
lieves the proposed improvement wil) 
be'of general benefit, but he voted 
for the resolution, as he said, to start 
something. 

The resolution Instructs the City 
Engineer and City Attorney to pre- 
pare the necessary ordinance of in- 
tenticn. Later, conferences will be 
held with rallway officials and prop- 
erty owners interested, and an as- 
sessment district will be formed. 


Firemen and Policemen Win.

TUNNEL CASE. 
WOULD AMEND ANSWER.

TOO MUCH JITNEY BUS. 


So Pacific Electric Gets Permission 
to Abandon and Tear up Certain 


Long Beach Trackage. 

Authority to abandon certain tracks 
at the harbor and in Long Beach was 
given the Pacific Electric yesterday in 
an order issued by the State Railroad 
Commission. Some of the mileage to 
be abandoned is that adversely af- 
fected by jitney bus competition; oth- 
er mileage consists of trackage for 
which there is only occasional use. 

The track to be abandoned at Long 
Beach is on Third street from Olive 
avenue east, on Esperanza avenue 
from Third street to Ocean avenue, 
and on Ocean avenue from American 
avenue to Miramar avenue. 

The commission's order provides, 
however, that the company shall 
maintain a single-track line from the 
junction of the Ocean-avenue line 
with the Broadway line at Miramar 
avenue north to Twentieth place, and 
shall operate sufficient service over 
this line to keep its title clear. The 
Pacific Electric Railway Company is 
also authorized to construct its tracks 
at grade on Olive avenue from Third 
street to Broadway; thence eastesly 
on Broadway to the connection with 
the tracks of the Southern Pacific 
Company, and also to construct a 
track east of Alamitos avenue con- 
necting the Broadway line with the 
track of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany. This order of the commission 
takes the place of an order issued 
March 8, 1915. 

The abandonment at the harbor is 
mostly of narrow-gauge track or lines 
over which cars have only been oc- 
casionally operated to hold franchise 
rights. An exception was made of the 
piece of track on Palos Verdes ave- 
nue between Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
streets. The Pacific FPlectric asked 
permission to tear up this trackage 
along with the rest. 


SALESMAN BANKRUPT.

COUNCTID RESOLVES TO START 
THE CONSTRUCTION, 


The City Council yesterday adopted 
a resolution, presented by Councilman 
Bryant, calling for the creaticn of a 
special assessment district for the 
construction of a viaduct over the 
river and the Salt Lake and Santa Fe 
tracks at Seventh street. 

The resolution provides that the 


city, county, the Salt Lake, Santa Fe 
and Los Angeles railways and a spe- 
cial assessment district of property 
owners directly benefited by the im- 
provement join in paying for the 
viaduct. 

The resoluticn sets forth that, in- 
asmuch as there have been grade 
crossing accidents and applications 
for additional spur. tracks, the only 
cure of the traffic condition at Sev- 
enth street ig the construction of a 
viaduct. 

The Legislature, at the recent ses- 
sion, passed a measure providing that 
the city and county may join in a 
public improvement where the gen- 
eral community is benefited. Inas- 
much as the proposed viaduct would 
benefit the county greatly by giving 
easier and more ready access to the 
city, the county will reap a benefit, 
while the whole cify will likewise 
reap a benefit by reason of that traf- 
fic coming in. 

This was pointed out by Council- 
man Conwell, who said that the 
suburban traffic comes through and 
not to Boyle Heights, and that the 
whele city should help pay for the 
improvement that encourages greater 
traffic. He argued against a special 
assessment district, because he  be- 
lieves the proposed improvement wil! 
be of general benefit, but he voted 
for the resolution, as he said, to start 
something. 

The resolution tnstructs the City 
Engineer and City Attorney to pre- 
pare the necessary ordinance of in- 
tenticn. Later, conferences will be 
held with railway officials and prop- 
erty owners interested, and «<n as- 
sessment district will be formed. 

Firemen and Policemen Win. 

City Attorney Stephens yesterday 
was instructed by the Council to re- 
vise the pension ordinance for the pio- 
lice and fire departments in order 
that policemen and firemen may get 
the benefit of full compensation for 
any injuries. The Werkmen’s Com- 
pensation Act, under which the city 
pay roll is insured, provides that the 


city shall pay injured policemen and 


firemen 65 per cent. of.their salaries, 
beginning fifteen days after accident. 
The Council action, indicating an 
amendment to the ordinance which 
conforms to this act, adds 65 per cent. 
of the malary for the fifteen days 
immediately following the accident. 
so that compensation for full time is 


assured. 

| Another Loan is Refused. 

The Finance Committee of the 
Council vesterday refused to authorize 
an additional loan of $110,000 to the 
aqueduct power bureau, on the 
ground that the city funds are de- 
pleted and that the power bureau 
has already borrowed $140,000 from 
the general fund and has not shown 
an inclination to refund anv of It. 
The power bureau wanted $100,900 to 
start the power work plant at the 
upper end of the San Francisquito 
Canyon, and $10,000 to nay for work 
now under construction at pcewer 
Plants No. 1 and No. 2. The refusal 
of the Finance Committee to fur- 
ther support the power bureau work 
with loans from the general fund 
was unanimous. made necessary by 
-the depletion of that fund. 


Chatworth Reservoir Park. 

The Park Commission has written 
a letter to the Public Service Commis- 
sion suggesting that steps be taken for 
the establishment of a public park 
around the boundaries of the pro- 
posed Chatsworth reservoir. The 
Park Commission suggests that 
enough ground in addition to that 
necessary for the reservoir should be 
purchased for park purposes. A plan 
for a public park has been discussed 
by Chief Engineer Mulholland and 
President Lippincott of the park 
board. Preliminary action is expected 
to be taken at once. 

No Jitney Refund. 

The City Council, sitting as a com- 
mittee of the whole, yesterday lis- 
tened to arguments from jit-bus rep- 
resentatives who asked for a refund 
of $27,000, alleged to have been over- 
charged by the city in the collection 
of license fees. The Councilmen 
would not make a recommendation. 
It is quite likely that if the injunc- 
tion asked by the jit-bus operators is 
granted by the court, before which an 
application is now pending, the Coun- 
cll may reduce the bond required. 


For Harbor Work. 

The Harbor Commission yesterday 
transferred $79,234.11 from the har- 
bor bond fund to the Harbor boule- 
vard and improvement fund. The 
money is to be used to pay the W. F. 
Hewitt Company for paving of the 
boulevard from Palos Verdes to 
Fourth street. The money is to be 
disbursed through the Board of Pub- 
lic Works. 

The commission opened a single bid 
for dredging at the foot of First 
street. The Standard-American Dredg- 
ing Company offered to do the work 
for $4500. 

Five bids were received for the 
cedar flooring of the new First-street 
wharf. Two of thefe were identical, 
the Consolidated Lumber Company 
and the Sottthern California Lumber 
Company, each bidding $15.85 per 
thousand for 120,000 feet of lumber. 


Sparks from City Hall. 

The Council yesterday adopted or- 
dinances for the improvement of 
Kerckhoff avenue between Twenty- 
sixth and Thirty-second street, and 
the paving of Forty-ninth street from 
Compton to Long Beach avenues. 

Protests against the Tenth-avenue 
sewer district were denied by the 
Council yesterday and the final ordi- 
nance adopted. 

The Pacific Electric was granted a 
permit to construct a spur track on 
Two Hundred and Fifty-seventh street 
yesterday. 

Protests against the confirmation of 
the assessment for the improvement 
of portions of the Harbor bovlevard 
at San Pedro were set for hearing on 
June 9 by the Council yesterday.
